WAS a good thing this earthquake was no worse. 
Trae a great “many people, here and elsewhere, aia 
‘not know i€ was an earth shock until hours after it 
happened. Then they got’ “‘scared" and began ex- 
amining buildings to see if they had aN: “damaged 
or threatened in any way. 

: The comparatively few people who scriatiats knew 
it was an earth shock were, and had reason to be gen- 
uinely, ‘alarmed for a moment. And they experienced 
that feeling of utter helplessness that, (with walle 
falling about one) must have made the San Francisco 
and Japanese earthquakes the most fearsome thing 
that could possibly, be experienced by humans. Experts 
tell us today there need be no fears of another shak- 
ing. It was just a movement of the crust of Mother 
Earth. 

Ottawa authorities say it was the most severe shock 
in this part of the world in 272 years. It centered 
near the mouth of the River Saugenay. It extended 
down the Atlantic seaboard to Virginia and north to 
Hudson's Bay,’ and farther west than Chicago. So it 
was a fairly large slice of crust that shifted. 

It is elghteen years since Belleville felt its last 
quake. As in this one, pictures moved on the wall, 
hanging lights swayed to and fro; rocking chairs rock- 
ed, dishes rattled. It was uncanny. 

So was this one.

Pound boxes for six months at tem- | 
perature of 12°F, It was scored by | 
the Provinclal Butter Grader at the 
end of 1, 3 and 6 months perlods. 
The lots baving no salt averaged 
higher in favor score when fresh and 
were practically the same at the end 
of 1, 3 and 6 months, and a ilttie 
higher with one exception than the 
salted lots throughout the holding 
period, In these tests salt apparently 
had no preservative effect on the but- 
ter. High salting no doubt injures 
the quality of butter when fresh and 
{s.no advantage when it is to kept in 
cold storage. Most Canadian mar- 
kets require somo, salt in butter, but 
the demand ts for leas salt than for- 
merly. At no time should butter con- 
tain over 2.6 per cent. of salt. 


Dairy Notes: 

Milk 1s such a perishable food that 
measures should be taken to preserve 
it in good condition for at least 36 
to 48 hours after it {s drawn from 
the cow. Pasteurization, which in- 
cludes cooling and holding at a rea- 
sonably low temperature, preferably 
below 50° F. are the two things ne- 
seasary and practicable at reasonable 
cost; Where milk is held at 60° to 
10° F., which is ordinary house tem- 
perature, the Dealers‘ raw milk will 
not remain aweet for more than 12 
hours, whereas if pasteurized it will 
likely be quite at for table use up 
to 24 or 30 hours holding. 
at 50° F. the pasteurized milk will 
remain in good conditlon for 48 hours 
or longer.—Prof. H. H. Dean, Dairy 
Dept., O. A. College.

“DIVORCE: AND EQUAL RIGHTS 


WHATEVER may be done about the divorce laws of 

of the western provinces, the people of Ontario wit 
not be -atfected. Should Mr. Shaw's bill become law, 
and women placed on an equality with men, existing 
discriminations against:the former being removed, the 
change would only affect those ovinces which have 
divorce courts of their.own. Ontario, like Quebec, has 
no such judicial . provision, the Dominion parliament 
Delng the only tribunal to which those desiring relief 
from the matriimonial tie can appeal. In point of law, 
parliament does not require evidence of cruelty or des- 
ertion as well as adultery against a faithless husband. 
In this sense there ja no discrimination between | 
sexes; but there is discrimination of another kind, which, ; 
makes divorce practically prohibitive for a large class of 
people. That is the expense involved in getting a div- 
orce dill through parliament. 

““ANl people should be on a basis of equality before 
tho law,” declares the Woodstock Sentinel-Review, “and 
so long as divorce is granted to any one {t should be open 
to all on the same terms.” There will be general assent 
to this view. Divorce should not be made easy; but the 
opportunity for release, where the facts warrant It, 
should be extended impartially to all citizens on equal 
terms throughout the country. The majority of those 
who spoke in opposition to Mr, Shaw's bill professed 
their dislike of divorce under any circumatances, But 
the Dominion has already answered that objection by 
creating the necessary machinery for relief.

DAMAGE ACTIONS BEGUN 
NN ASSIZE AT COBOURG 


PRESS Alyea va Wilk. Melvillc 
oes of Colhorne When 
tter Was Killed 
COBOURG, 


L March 13.—The first 
case In the Spring assizes here to be 
tried was that of Alyea vs, Canadian 
National Railways in which Dr. Al-°, 
yea, of Colborne, brought suit against 
the railway for $10,000 damages a8 
the result .of injuries sustained by 
his gon, Clifford Alyea, aged 18, when 
the truck he was driving was struck 
by the east-bound Ottawa train of the 
CNR. while the boy was crossing the 
tracks east of the village in January 
1924, It was snowlng at the time 
of the accident and the view of the 
crossing was impaired by a fence and 
bulldings, The boy’ stated that as 
he approached the crossing he put 
the car into low gear and was cross- 
ing at about 1 or.3 miles an hour 
when the truck’ was struck, he hav- 
ing no rememberance of being struck 
or for some time afterwards while he 
was confined in the hospital. Witnes- 
ses syore that his health- had been 
impaired, and that he ad. not have 
the same “pep” as he had before the 
accident, .and that his memory had 
ben affected. He was driving In the 
truck with Melville Hodges, who was 
killed, and at the crossing had warn- 
ed Hodges to keep on the lookout for

CHICAGO, March 19 —~ The most devastating storm in ncar- 
ly half a century swept through portions of the six mid-western 
States last night, collecting a dead and injured toll estimated at 
nearly four thousand, and causing property damage of many mil- 
Hons. 

Early today casualties were reported as 891 dead and 2,832 
Injured, from some sections definite reports are lacking. 

Twenty-six cities and towns in five states were hit by the 
tornadc. : 

Fire completed the destruction of large sections of many of 
these cities. The storm swept.paths from Cape Girardeau, Mis- 
gouri, to E lizabeth, Indiana, with one branch of the tornado ovez 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 


TORNADO IN ERRATIC HOPS 


So prostrated were portions of Illinois and Indiana through 
which the tornado travelled in a series of erratic hops, that de- 
finite figures on the loss of life and property were pape 
early today:

_The lecture on the Battlefields of 
Europe given by Capt, the Rev. H. B. 
Kenny was largely attended anl much 
enjoyed by those who reard him last 
evening at the Tabernacle,’ 
iA musical programme was given 
by the Radio Four and the ladies of 
the Bible Class served dainty re- 
treshments at the close. 

Many of the slides shown were 
made from snapshots taken by Dr. 
Long of Toronto and Dr. Lemon of 
Kingston, Capt. Kenny's — travelling 
companions. The resume. covered 
pretty generally the causes of the 
Great War and gave reasons why the 
various nations entered it. Slides 


showed Zeebrugge and © Ostend, | 


‘British Naval operations, blocking 
the Burges canal, and thes ewere ex- 
ceptionally good and. Capt, Kenny 
claimed: it was the greatest naval ope- 
ration of history. Some splendid 
picturea of Brussells, the Bourse, 
Palais de Justice, St. Gredule Cathe 
dra] and Notre Dame, were scen. 

“In the Ypres sector were shown De 
Chateau Ling and cemetery, pill box- 
es, machine gun emplacements, ob 
servation posts, wire cutting imple- 
ments, dug-outs and trenches. 

Zillebeke tank cemetery showed 
some d{sabled ‘tanks, 300 of them 
being destroyed in the Yprea sector. 
Also the Cloth Hall, churches and

Continuing down the line the Ar 
ras sector, Vimy Ridge, Albert and 
the battlefields were shown to advan: 
tage, also two memorials, one to the 
memory ‘of the 4th Can. Arty. "Div., 
and to the 4th Can. Inf. Div., and a 
memorial to the South Africans, 

Taking his hearers to the Palace of 
Versailles, a lenghty description was 
given of what he called the most gor- 
Seous ex-home of royalty in the world.

OVER 10,000 HOME BREW PERMITS 
IN ONTARIO DURING THE PAST YEAR 





OTTAWA, March 24 — Ten thon- 
sand and forty-nine Ontario people 
gave notice of their intention to 
brew beer for themselves and fam- 
ilies In 1924, It was stated In a re- 
turn tabled today from the Depart- 
ment of Customs and Bxcise, asked 
for by B. W. Fansher, Progressive 
member for East Lambton. Mr. Fan- 
sher sought Information about beer 
and whiskey Icenses. Tht return 
explaing that home brewing re- 
quires no license, but the posses- 
sion ‘of “ufensils for that purpose 








must be reported to the department 
to secure immunity from tixation or 
seizure. This year 1,934 peaplo 
had sent In such notices. The noxt 
biggest ‘was from Hamilton with 2,- 
203. London sent 557 and Ottawa 
only 71. ‘

The competition, though Dominion 
wide, {s divided provinclally. -Nine 
silver cups have been’ secured for 
award one in each province? to the, 
rural school accomplishing the great- 
est degree of beautificutton in its 
grounds during the year. The cup 
will become the property of tke 
school winning it three times, not 
necessarily in succession. With each 
cup the Council will also give an 
award of merit certificate, wiich my

To enter the -competition the 
schools are required to submit a 
photograph of the bullding and the 
grounds and an application of en- 
try to the chalrman of the pvrovin- 
celal committee or to Mr. L. F. Bur- 
tows, Secretary of tho Canadian Hor- 
ticultural Committee at Ottawa.
